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There  wore  45  deaths  during  the  year  c )nparod  with  53  the  previous 
year,  giving  a death  rate  13.74  compared  with  13.71  in  1961.  Of  these 
deaths,  42  occurred  in  persons  aged  60  yc-"rs  and  over. 

Six  of  these  deaths  (3  Males  and  3 Females)  occurred  at  Bryn  Derwen 
and  5 (4  Males  and  1 Female)  at  Dolanog  - both  addresses  being  Homos  for 
the  Aged. 

There  wore  no  deaths  due  t ) tubercul  osis  c onpared  with  MIL  in  1961. 

Two  deaths  were  due  to  pneumonia  c mop  red  with  1 death  the  previous 
year,  .and  two  deaths  were  ■1ue  t)  bronchitis  compared  with  NIL  in  1961. 

One  death  was  due  to  influenza,  comp  ".red  with  2 in  1961. 

Deaths  from  vascular  lesions,  lesions  of  the  heart  and  lesions  of 
the  circulat  ory  system  totalled  27  the  same  as  in  1961.  Of  these,  6 were 
due  to  coronary  disease  c miparcd  with  8 the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  totalled  4 compared  with  11  in  1961.  None  of 
these  deaths  wore  due  t < cancer  of  the  lungs. 

It  is  well  known  that  there  Isa  relationship  between  smoking  and  lung 
cancer  and  warnings  are  c ontinually  being  given  of  the  risk  which  smokers 
undertake.  One  can  only  repeat  the  warning  and  hope  th’t  eventually 
smokers  will  take  notice,  If  they  wish  to  take  the  risk,  then  it  is  up 
t o them. 

Although  there  were  no  deaths  due  t > accidents  during  the  year 
c imp" red  with  3 the  previous  year,  one  cannot  overstress  the  importance 
of  making  sure  that  all  types  of  fires  arc  well  guarded,  especially  when 
old  people  and  children  are  likely  to  receive  injuries.  It  is  also 
essential  that  materials,  especially  those  used  for  nightwear  are  flame- 
proof. 

Other  common  causes  of  -ccidonts  in  the  home  are  badly  lit  stairs  or 
stops*  litter  left  lying  around;  long  cords  connecting  lamps,  electric 
fires,  etc.  and  slippery  floors,  loose  carpets  and  mats.  The  attention 
of  the  general  public  should  be  drawn  to  these  points. 

Still-Births . 

The  Still-Birth  rate  (per  1,000  live  and  still-births)  was  21.73 
compared  with  29.41  in  1961  an^1  18.1  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual 
number  of  still-births  was  1 c mpared  with  1 the  previous  year. 

Infant  Deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  21.70  compared  with  NIL  in  1961  and 
20.7  for  England  and  Wales,  ^ho  actual  number  of  deaths  was  1 compared 
with  NIL  the  previous  year. 

This  death  occurred  in  a male  child  -.gcd  3 weeks  and  occurred  in 
hospital.  The  cause  of  death  was  cerebral  thrombosis  and  prematurity. 
Death  may  have  been  avoided  if  the  mother  had  taken  oxtr?  care  and 
attended  f or  ante-natal  examin  lion  more  often. 

Materna"1  Mortality . 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  again  MIL  as  in  1961,  compared  with 
0.35  for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (including  tuberculosis) 
notified  during  the  year  was  4 compared  with  145  cnses  in  1961.  The  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  due  to  the  f-ct  that  only  1 case  of  moo  ^Les 
was  notified  compared  with  139  cases  in  1961. 

No  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  c imp -red  with  three  cases  in  1961. 

Eighty-seven  cases  of  chicken  pox  were  notified  by  the  Head  Teachers  of 
various  schools  in  the  Urban  District.  Chicken  pox  is  not  a notifiable 
infectious  disease.

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Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1 case  of  n on-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis were  notified  in  1962  compared  with  3 cases  of  pulrion  r tuberculosis 
in  1961.  The  lesion  in  respect  of  the  c-so  of  non-pulnon- ry  tuberculosis  was 
in  the  glands  of  neck.  Th.  milk  supply  was  investigated  ~nd  was  f )und  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Throe  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  register  during  the 
year,  2 patients  having  recovered  and  1 'lied.

You  will  note  the  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  vo.ee in  ted  against 
smallpox.  This  is  due  t > the  fact  that  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  in 
the  country.  It  w -uld  be  much  better  if  everyone  took  preventive  action 
before  an  emergency  arises.  A rush  similar  t ••  the  one  which  occurred 
this  year  causes  doctors  and  nurses  to  be  overworked.  I would  also  add 
a warning  that  last  minute  applicants  nay  find  thut  the  vaccine  is  in 
short  supply. 

Tuberculosis. 


During  the  year,  the  Ll~nrwst  Grammar  School  and  the  Secondary  Modern 
School  were  visited  for  the  purpose  of  testing  children  aged  13  years  and 
over  and  where  necessary,  giving  3.C.G.  vaccination.  The  number  >f  children 
tested,  etc,  -t  these  schools  was  as  fallows  - these  figures  include  children 
from  the  Rural  District  who  attend  these  schools.

Care  of  the  Aged . 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
although  several  visits  wore  made  f llowing  complaints  received  th.-.t  aged  people 
living  alone  were  not  receiving  the  necessary  c->re  and  attention.  Various 
social  services  were  balled  in  (e.g.  the  County  Welfare  Department,  Health 
Visitors,  District  Nurses,  Homo  Help  Service,  etc.)  and  it  was  not  necessary 
to  remove  anyone  under  a c mauls ory  order. 

No  "goals  on  Wheels"  arc  organised  in  the  Urban  District.  This  would  be 
a great  boon  t > old  people  and  would  bo  much  appreciated.  Not  only  would  the

food  bo  welcome,  but  looking  forward  t)  the  meal,  a visit  and  a chat  with 
those  delivering  it  w)uld  bo  appreciated  by  the  Aged , especially  by  those 
living  along.

The  arrangement  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  as  reported  in  previous 
years,  that  is  by  direct  discharge  of  sewage,  after  screening  to  the  River 
G onway. 

Consulting 

The  new  scho  c of  partial  treatment  of  sewage, prepared  by  the  Council’s  " 
Engineers  and  rejected  by  the  Gwynedd  River  Board  on  the  grounds  that  full 
treatment  was  necessary,  has  been  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  their  decision. 

d/ater  Supplies . 

Water  is  obtained  free  Crafnant  Lake. 

A Scheme  of  extending  the  Hiraethog  Rural  District  Council's  water 
main  f r m Nantyglyn  t)  supply  Tafarn  Fedw  and  adjoining  farms  has  been 
approved  by  the  ministry  if  Housing  nd  Local  Government.  Work  on  the 
new  extension  scheme  should  c >nmence  in  1963.  6 samples  of  water  were 

submitted  for  bacteri jlogichL  examination  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

No  sample  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis.  The  water  is  chlorinated 
at  Cae  Crwri  in  Trofriw. 

Scavenging  an1.  Refuse  Disposal . 


The  collection  if  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  one  ’’Karrier”  Bantam 
low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly  collection  is  maintained  through- 
out the  urban  area* 


The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-yi  -Drc  fields,  and  is  controlled  by 
depositing  layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface.  This  work  is  "one  approximately 
every  three  days  by  means  of  a Ferguson  tr-ctor  with  high  lift  loading  shovel. 
No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.

These  consisted  if  an  informal  sample  if  Double  Cream 
which  was  ' f illowed-up r by  a f arm  dL  sample  if  Diuble  Cream  from  the  sane 
source  and  in  each  c-so  there  was  a slight  deficiency  if  fat  when  cmro.ared 
with  the  standard  laid  clown  for  Double  Cream  (48%) . The  producer  was 
interviewed  and  when  the  requirements  were  explained  ti  him  he  withdrew 
his  stic1/  if  cartons  narked  Double  Cream  and  h~s  since  sold  his  product  as 
simply  'Cream' .
